In  a  recent  Folio,  Alan  Rich  of  KPFA's  Music  Department,  presented  his  views  on 
"good  music".  Since  the  other  half  the  Department,  Mr.  Paul  Turok,  leaves  soon  for 
New  York  and  a  Hertz  Travelling  Scholarship  for  1956-57,  we  have  asked  for  his 
reflections  on  music  after  a  year  of  handling  KPFA's  live  concert  series. 

Thanks  to  the  vast  improvement  in  means  of  reproduction  and  transmission,  we 
are  faced  with  the  pleasing  fact  of  more  people  listening  to  serious  music  than  ever 
before.  But,  for  the  first  time  in  history,  people  are  more  familiar  with  the  music 
of  the  past  than  with  the  music  of  their  own  times. 

Scholarship,  not  content  with  the  music  of  the  past  two  centuries,  (which  forms 
the  bulk  of  what  is  listened  to  today),  and  not  prepared  to  deal  with  the  present,  has 
persisted  in  looking  further  backwards  to  the  extent  of  confusing  archeological  with 
aesthetic  value.  Criticism,  most  of  which  (as  always)  is  uncomprehending  and  unclear, 
serves  the  function  of  repelling  the  uninitiated,  justifying  the  non-thinkers,  and  hope- 
lessly confusing  the  serious  listeners.  Thus,  the  two  major  fields  of  allied  endeavor 
that  might  help  the  music  of  their  own  time  assume  a  rightful  place,  serve  as  an 
obstacle  bewteen  the  composer  and  the  audience. 

The  process  of  the  "new"  in  music  progressing  from  "unlistenable"  to  "acceptable" 
is  as  old  as  the  history  of  the  art.  Once  absorbed,  the  "acceptable"  music  of  an  era 
becomes  "classic"  or  "passe"  to  the  next.  Are  we  to  believe  that  this  process  is  not  going 
on  at  the  present  moment?  In  some  respects,  it  has  been  hastened  by  the  constant 
broadening  of  the  audience  for  serious  music  that  has  characterized  the  twentieth 
century.  It  has  taken  only  one  generation  for  the  music  of  Debussy  to  become  "classic", 
(or  passe,  depending  on  your  point  of  view).  It  is  fairly  safe  to  suggest  that  at  this 
very  time  the  music  of  Stravinsky  is  entering  that  category,  and  that  a  good  deal  sooner 
than  many  will  admit,  the  same  will  happen  to  the  music  of  Arnold  Schoenberg. 

This  is  not  to  suggest  that  through  its  "categorical"  journey  a  piece  of  music 
has  changed.  It  is  the  audience  which  has  changed  and  will  keep  changing,  regardless 
of  the  efforts  of  Philistines  to  turn  back  the  clock.

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There  is  as  much  difference  in  style  and  means  of  expression  between  composers  today 
as  has  ever  been,  and  as  many  similarities  between  them  as  has  ever  connected  creators  with 
their  times.  A  serious  listener  has  a  wide  choice  of  experiments  to  make  with  contemporary' 
music,  and  it  is  inconceivable  that  he  will  find  nothing  at  all  to  attract  him. 

It  is  the  duty  of  all  involved  in  the  creation,  performance,  and  transmission  of  music  to 
make  a  wide  range  of  contemporary  music  accessible  to  such  a  listener.  In  this  way  new 
music  will  assume  its  rightful  position  in  our  own  time,  and  the  best  of  it  will  eventually 
join  in  the  large  group  of  "repertory"  compositions  that  constitute  the  living  traditions  of 
a  glorious  art. 

NOTES 

KPFA  still  hopes  to  go  on  the  air  September  3rd  with  a  program  of  continuous  serious 
music  from  9  in  the  morning  until  3  in  the  afternoon  when  our  regular  program  begins. 
We  hold  this  hope  despite  the  fact  that  the  subscription  campaign  in  support  of  this  program 
of  serious  music  has  had  a  most  inauspicious  beginning.  In  the  2nd  week  of  this  drive  for 
subscriptions  we  are  less  than  a  fifth  of  the  way  towards  our  goal  of  550. 

Comments  run  the  full  gamut  from  the  encouraging  to  the  downright  pessimistic.  Certainly 
August  is  not  the  time  to  inaugurate  anything.  Everyone  is  either  on  vacation  or  entertaining 
somebody  else  who  is.  This  was  just  as  true  of  July.  If  we  wait  until  September,  on  the  other 
hand,  when  the  musical  season  begins,  we  would  be  in  competition  with  opera,  concerts,  and 
the  campaigns  of  all  other  organizations.  However  the  advice,  the  criticism  and  the  encour- 
agement may  run,  our  need  remains  unchanged:  WE  NEED  NEW  SUBSCRIPTIONS  NOW. 

Special  gratitude  is  extended  to  Mr.  Albert  Robinson  of  Palo  Alto,  an  Executive  Member 
of  Pacifica  Foundation,  who  designed  our  new  audition  room  and  supervised  its  construction. 
We  plan  its  operation  to  coincide  with  the  production  of  the  KPFA  series  on  the  problems  of 
Mexican-Americans. 

The  subscription  department  requests  that  renewal  forms  be  filled  in  completely.  Many 
people  have  the  same  name,  and  the  resulting  confusion  without  initials  means  many  mis- 
sent  folios.
